plants bide time, operations beginning 
next week are due for a sharp rise, 
ADN’s survey of the industry indicates. 
Current week’s output in the U. S. and Canada contrasts 
with a revised total of 57,386 units in the previous week 
and 128,198 vehicles in the corresponding week of 1937. 

Including Monday of this week, the industry’s February 
production is estimated by ADN at 222,100 units, which 
compares favorably with the official 228,074 jobs turned 
out in January, which had 21 working days compared 
with 20 for February. 

A general upswing in all plants is planned beginning 
next week and continuing well into the summer, duration 
of the upped operations depending, of course, on the 
extent of the anticipated spring sales rise and success of 
the coming National Used Car Exchange Week. How-

ever, most quarters believe that, with buying potential 
increased by employment gains and with lowering of 
used car stocks through the industry’s drive, the antici- 
pated upswing should continue unabated. 

General Motors divisions, which expect to turn out 
22,796 jobs the current week as against 21,406 units last 
week, plan to go to four days beginning next week, in 
place of the present three-day week. Chevrolet should 
assemble around 16,000 vehicles currently on three days; 
Buick 3,346 on four days; Oldsmobile 1,760 on three days; 
Pontiac about 1,100 in about three days, and Cadillac- 
LaSalle around 600 jobs in 3% days. 

Similar speedups are expected in Chrysler divisions 
next week, with 10,800 units anticipated for the current 
week, as against 10,445 vehicles last week. Of this week’s 
total Plymouth expects around 4,600 cars and trucks; 
Dodge plans about 3,900; Chrysler should get 1,350, and 
De Soto about 950 units. 

Ford, which is on a “breather” rate currently so as not 
to overload its dealer body with new cars, expects to 
bump up to normal operations within the next week or 
10 days. Currently, the River Rouge assembly lines 
should turn out around 10,000 jobs, compared with 14,500 
last week. The Lincoln division, idle this week for the 
first time since new-model production started, is also 
“catching its breath” and will resume full tilt next week. 

Independent producers of the industry are maintaining 
previous schedules currently, with one or two exceptions. 
The anticipated upswing will also affect these makers 
and the next week or two should witness a marked up- 
turn in operations. This week Packard’s 1,200 jobs con-

The Automobile Manufacturers’ Assn 
and the Ford Motor Co. Monday pre- 
sented to President Roosevelt three 
propositions which they and their as- 
sociated finance companies have agreed 
to, contingent on the President’s ability to secure their 
acceptance by the independent finance companies. The 
propositions are as follows: 

1. Limitation of instalment sales to an 18-month period. 

2. Discontinuance of suits for deficiency judgments 
against defaulting automobile purchasers except in cases 
involving dishonesty or fraud. 

3. Complete discontinuance of “wage assignments.” 

In connection with limitation of instalment periods, the 
letter to Roosevelt presented by Senator Prentiss Brown, 
Michigan, on behalf of the manufacturers, declares that 
54 per cent of the instalment paper now held by the big 
four finance companies has less than six months to run, 
and 85 per cent of it less than 12 months.

NLRB, Unions labor relations board and organized 

Winners in unions, the U. S. supreme court Monday 
Supreme Court upheld an NLRB’s order outlawing com- 
pany unions and restricted federal 
courts in enjoining unions seeking to compel collective 
bargaining. The high tribunal also agreed to review an 
NLRB order directing the Mackay Radio & Telegraph 
Co. to re-employ strikers, the labor board having lost a 
lower court decision in this case. 

Lacking a final judgment in lower courts, the high 
court dismissed the appeal of six non-union employes of 
the New York Rapid Transit Co., assailing a closed shop 
contract made with the Transport Workers union, which 
required them to join the union. The non-union workers

assert the contract violates their constitutional rights. 

The company union cases, involving NLRB orders 
against the Pennsylvania Greyhound Lines, Inc., and the 
Pacific Lines, reversed lower court rulings that the 
NLRB’s orders had exceeded authority granted by the 
Wagner labor relations act. The high court’s unanimous 
decision upheld the NLRB’s orders to the two companies 
to withdraw recognition and to “disestablish” company 
unions. 

Reversing a Wisconsin district court ruling, the su- 
preme court ruled that the lower court had exceeded its 
authority in enjoining the Meat Cutters union (AFL) 
from picketing a business establishment which claimed it 
was at peace with its employes.

U. S. and Canadian production of 
ears and trucks in January totaled 
228,074 units, according to official gov- 
ernment figures released this week. 
The total compares with 399,186 ve- 
hicles turned out in January, 1937, and 346,886 units 
assembled in December, 1937. On the basis of the official 
January figures, the total output in February of this year 
will not be far off the previous month’s total, ADN esti- 
mating the February total at roughly 220,000 units. 

Of the 228,074 jobs turned out in January, 210,450 units 
were produced in the U. S. and the remainder, 17,624 
units, in Canada. Broken down, the U. S. total shows 
passenger cars totaled 156,387 units, divided into 130,830 
for the domestic market and 25,557 for foreign countries, 

U. S. truck production reached 35,529 in January, a 
total of 35,529 for domestic consumption and 18,534 for

Steel Eases 

New York.—Operations in the 
steel industry will dip slightly to 
29.3 per cent of capacity the cur- 
rent week, according to estimates 
by the American Iron & Steel In- 


stitute. A week ago the rate was 
30.4 per cent, a month ago 30.5 
and a year ago 85.8 per cent of 
capacity. An upswing in both 
sales and operations, however, is 
expected momentarily.
